'e<3 very strong winds, and the animals, 
with tbe exception »I tbe donkejs, It* 
zebra and the- birds, soon became 'Seasick 
and required a great amount of attention.

. died of hemorrhage of the lungs, and e,-« 


was so severely Injured by a lall tbat'it w_. 
•ecessary to kill It. One of tbe ostriches 
was found dead after an unusually nt«vy 
sea, with it* leg and neck broken. Tbe 
donkeys stood-tbe trip nobly, and when 
thrown from their feet did not attempt to 
rise until the pitching had subsided. Tbe 
gintfle also behaved hnely, and so bid ih» 
blue-faced mandril, which H an immco 
animal, purscnased by Mr. ^orepaysrn l 
'$4,000. This animal was captured in Sou 
Alrica, measures flve feet six locoes 
height when (Standing on its blndlfeel, b 
a fjce greatly, resembling that of aihumi 
bein?, and baa attracted much'attentipn 
England.
